My  Lord  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  Report  is  on  the  lines  of  the  previous  Reports,  that  on  the  School 
Medical  Service  appearing  separately.  Dr.  Galbraith  has  been,  as  in  the  past, 
largely  responsible  for  that  section. 


The  birth-rate,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  has  risen  from  17.8 
per  1,000  to  18.1.  This  is  higher  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales 
(16.7)  and  higher  than  that  for  the  107  Great  Towns  (16.9). 

The  death-rate  has  shown  a  decrease,  standing  at  11.6  per  1,000,  as 
compared  with  13.5  for  the  previous  year. 

The  general  health  of  the  City  was  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and 
it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Infant  Mortality,  59  per  1,000  births,  is  lower 
than  that  for  the  whole  country,  viz.  :  65. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  has  been  about  the  average,  but 
the  City  has  experienced  slight  outbreaks  of  a  mild  type  of  smallpox  and  of 
paratyphoid  fever.  This  is  not  surprising,  as  both  diseases  have  been  prevalent 
in  various  parts  of  England  and  Wales. 


The  Health  Week,  held  in  conjunction  with  Civic  '  Week,  was  very 
successful,  arid  aroused  much  interest  in  the  City  and  neighbourhood. 


The  Report  of  the  Tuberculosis  Crusade  Committee,  furnished  by  Miss 
Coning,  is  appended  to  this  Report.

York  is  not  described  as  an  industrial  town.  It  is  largely  a  residential 
town.  Being  the  geographical  centre  of  a  large  country  area,  the  City  contains 
several  large  hospitals  and  schools,  and  is  an  important  railway  centre.  It  is 
a  military  centre  (the  headquarters  of  the  Northern  Command),  with  extensive 
cavalry  and  infantry  barracks,  a  large  military  hospital,  and  a  camp  adjacent 
to  the  City,  6  miles  out.  It  is  an  ecclesiastical  centre,  and  the  See  of  an 
Archbishopric.

Sub-Registrars  during  the  52  weeks  ended  29th  December,  1928,  was  1,616,  but 
of  these  a  nett  total  of  35  births  has  been  deducted  by  the  Registrar-General 
(on  a  system  introduced  during  1911)  as  not  belonging  to  the  City,  the 
mothers  haying  been  brought  into  the  City  for  child-birth.  The  nett  City 
total  of  births  for  the  year  was,  therefore,  1,581.

THE  GENERAL  DEATH-RATE. 

The  gross  total  number  of  deaths  registered  within  the  City  of  York  during 
the  52  weeks  ended  29th  December,  1928,  was  1,019. 

If  the  deaths  of  6  members  of  the  armed  forces,  and  of  113  civilians  who 
died  in  York  but  who  did  not  belong  to  the  City  (“Non-Residents”  or  “  Outward 
Transfers  ”)  be  deducted,  and  those  of  94  civilian  citizens  who  died  outside  the 
City  (“Residents”  or  “Inward  Transfers”)  be  added  (as  required),  the  nett  total 
number  of  deaths  oi  York  civilian  citizens  was  994,  giving  a  nett  recorded 
death-rate  of  1D6  per  1,000  living  of  civilian  population.

The  certification  of  the  exact  kind  of  Heart  Disease  is  so  often  stated  in 
vague  terms,  viz.  : — 

“Heart  Disease”  or  “Cardiac  Disease,”  41;  “Valvular  Disease,”  39; 
Fatty  and  other  forms  of  degeneration,  76 ;  other  conditions,  32;  total,  188. 
157  of  these  deaths  occurred  between  the  ages  of  55  and  85.

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FEVER  HOSPITAL  EXTENSION  SCHEME. 

In  the  Annual  Report  for  1926,  details  were  given  as  to  the  position  of  the 

City  with  regai d  to  the  isolation  of  infectious  diseases.  In  May,  1926  the 

City  Council  approved  of  an  Extension  Scheme,  and  on  22nd  May,  1928,  a 

Public  Inquiry  was  held  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  in  regard  to  an 

application  to  borrow  £26,360,  for  extension  of  the  City  Fever  Hospital.  At 

the  close  of  the  year  1928  discussion  on  the  plans  and  specification  with  the 

Ministry  of  Health  had  proceeded  so  far  that  substantial  agreement  had  been 
reached. 

^ans  ^or  a  Children’s  Pavilion  at  Fairfield  Sanatorium  to  accommodate 
24  beds,  having  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  erection  of  the 

pavilion  was  commenced  in  January,  1928.  The  building  was  still  under 
construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Two  of  the  single-bed  shelters  in  the  Sanatorium  grounds  were  removed 
m  January,  1928,  m  preparation  for  the  new  buildings.  The  accommodation 
available  at  Fairfield  throughout  the  year  was  thus  reduced  to  26  beds  for  men 
and  26  for  children. 


(C)  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS, 

ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS  AND  HOMELESS  CHILDREN 
IN  THE  AREA.

This  Home  is  carried  on  by  the  York  Diocesan  Association  for  Preventive 
and  Rescue  Work.  It  receives  unmarried  mothers  before  confinement  and 
unmarried  mothers  with  their  babies  after  confinement,  without  limit  of  stay, 
until  the  mother  obtains  employment  and  the  baby  a  home  with  relatives  or 
foster-mother  or  in  a  hostel.  The  unmarried  mothers  are  sent  for  their 
confinement  to  a  maternity  home  or  hospital.  Seven  mothers  can  be 

accommodated  at  one  time.  The  length  of  stay  averages  from  a  few  days  to 
6  months. 

Ibis  institution  receives  an  annual  grant  of  £100  from  the  Corporation 
Health  Committee  Alderman  Inglis  and  Mrs.  Councillor  Crichton  being  its 
representatives  on  the  Committee  of  the  Home.

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(b)  UNION  INSTITUTION. 

At  the  Guardians’  Institution  every  provision  is  made  for  the  accommodation 
of  destitute  unmarried  mothers. 

Destitute  illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children  are  provided  for  in  the 
Union  Institution,  the  Infants’  Home,  Hull  Road,  or  in  one  of  the  five 
Children’s  Homes  in  the  City,  belonging  to  the  Guardians. 

(c)  ST.  STEPHEN’S  ORPHANAGE,  THE  MOUNT 

(Lady  Superintendent — Miss  Marshall). 

This  Orphanage  accommodates  35  girls,  the  age  of  admission  being  from 
2  to  7  years. 

(d)  GODEREY  WALKER  HOME,  ACOMB  ROAD. 

This  Home  accommodates  20  girls,  who  are  sent  from  the  Headquarters 
of  the  Church  of  England  Waifs’  and  Strays’  Sjociety,  and  come  from  all  parts 
of  the  country.  The  children  are  not  all  homeless,  but  their  homes  are  very 
poor  ones  or  undesirable  from  other  points  of  view.  They  are  trained  mostly 
for  domestic  service. 


(D)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases. — The  YUrk  Corporation  Health  Committee 
possess  a  motor  fever  ambulance,  purchased  in  May,  1921,  capable  of  re¬ 
moving  three  or  four  cases  sitting  up,  or  one  stretcher  case,  along  with  a 
sitting-case  and  nurse- attendant ;  also  a  motor  van  for  conveying  infected 
bedding. 

In  addition  to  these  two  vehicles,  a  Chevrolet  motor  ambulance  was 
purchased  in  1926  for  the  conveyance  of  Fairfield  Sanatorium  patients  to  and 
from  the  City,  in  place  of  the  old  Ford  ambulance  (purchased  in  1919). 

(b)  For  Non-infectious  and  Accident  Cases, — The  Watch  Committee 
possess  two  motor  ambulances  which  are  available  for  conveying  cases  to  the 
York  County  or  other  Hospital,  or  to  the  homes  of  patients.  One  ambulance 
is  used  exclusively  for  the  City,  and  the  second  for  the  conveyance  of  patients 
to  and  from  country  districts.  During  the  year,  1,118  calls  were  responded  to, 
and  the  fees  received  amounted  to  £300  10s.  6d. ;  in  1927,  there  were  998  calls; 
and  the  fees  received  were  £274  10s.  6d.

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(G)  PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

(a)  General.— General  nursing  Is  carried  out  by  the  York  District  Nursing 
Association,  which  is  run  in  connection  with  the  York  Purey-Cust  Nursing 
Home.  The  Association  employs  a  staff  of  7  trained  nurses.  Seven  hundred 
and  seventy  three  cases  were  visited  during  1928.  Six  of  the  nurses  work 
entirely  in  the  City,  and  paid  a  total  of  21,069  visits  last  year,  in  addition  to 
attending  minor  operations  at  the  homes  of  patients. 


(b)  h  or  Infectious  Cases.  The  York  Health  Committee  has  made  an 
arrangement  wheieby,  since  1st  July,  1921,  the  sum  of  £50  per  annum  is  paid 
to  the  above  Association  for  the  services  of  three  of  their  nurses,  when  requested 
by  the  M.O.H.,  in  cases  of  Measles,  Whooping-cough,  Epidemic  Diarrhoea  and 
Poliomyelitis  m  young  children,  and  in  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  and 
Puerperal  Fever,  where  necessary.  The  Visits  paid  by  the  Association’s  nurses 
to  these  cases  during  1928  numbered  381,  compared  with  90  in  1927.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  were  appointed  Inspectors  of  Maternity  Homes, 
under  Section  (9)  of  the  Midwives  and  Maternity  Homes  Act.  1926,  and  as 
Inspectors  of  Nursing  Homes  under  Section  5  of  the  Nursing  Homes  Registration 
Act,  1927.  All  the  suggestions  made  by  the  Inspectors  were  carried,  out  by  the 
proprietors  of  the  Homes,  including  a  considerable  amount  of  new  sanitary  work. 


On  16th  December,  1926,  the  Health  Committee  adopted  the  model  Bye¬ 
laws  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  to  Maternity  Homes,  this  decision  being  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  City  Council  on  3rd  January,  1927,  and  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
on  7th  March,  1927 ;  the  model  Bye-laws  as  to  Nursing  Homes  were  adopted  by 
the  Health  Committee  on  12th  July,  1928,  approved  by  the  City  Council  on  30th 
July,  1928,  and  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  20th  September,  1928. 

It  was  decided  by  the  Health  Committee  that  when  the  Nursing  Homes 
Registration  Act,  1927,  came  into  force  on  the  1st  July,  1928,  the  Purey-Cust 
Nursing  Home  should  be  invited  to  register,  as  this  was  the  only  nursing  home 
which  had  not  already  been  registered  as  a  maternity  home.  The  premises 
were  inspected  and  found  to  be  suitable. 


Of  the  seven  nursing  homes  registered,  one  (the  Purey-Cust  Nursing  Home) 
deals  chiefly  with  medical  and  surgical  cases  and  takes  few  confinements ;  three 
take  medical,  surgical  and  maternity  cases,  and  three  usually  maternity  cases 

only. 

Two  Keepers  of  Nursing  Homes  had  to  be  reminded  of  their  duty  to  notify 
deaths  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  No  other  infringements  of  the  Bye-laws 
came  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  during  the  year.

SAN  1TARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

(See  also  Annual  Reports  for  1925,  1926  and  1927). 

The  quantity  of  water  supplied  within  the  Company’s  area  during  the  year 
1928  for  domestic  and  public  purposes  and  other  unmetered  supplies  has  averaged 
during  each  day  of  24  hours  26.76  gallons  per  head  of  the  estimated  population 
contained  therein.  This  includes  supplies  in  bulk  for  the  use  of  the  villages  of 
Copmanthorpe,  Haxby,  Wigginton  and  Strensall.  The  Military  Camp  at 
Strensall  has  also  a  bulk  supply  for  the  use  of  the  varying  number  of  troops 
stationed  there.  The  metered  supplies  for  trade  and  other  purposes  are  estimated 
at  11.16  gallons  per  24  hours.  The  total  average  quantity  supplied  for  all 
purposes  within  the  water  area  which  includes  that  supplied  to  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  free  of  charge  for  flushing  drains,  watering  streets  and  other  public 
purposes  is  estimated  at  37.92  gallons  per  head  during  the  24  hours.  The 
number  of  dwelling-houses,  tenements,  etc.,  supplied  at  the  end  of  1928  was 
23,088;  bulk  supplies  excepted. 

All  water  is  subjected  to  periodical  bacteriological  tests;  the  Company  has 
its  own  analyst  and  laboratory,  and  frequent  tests  are  made,  including  that  of 
each  separate  filter  bed.  Further  tests  are  also  made  by  the  County  Analyst. 
The  results  obtained  are  very  satisfactory,  each  test  being  made  at  20  degrees  C. 
for  72  hours;  examinations  are  made  at  the  same  time  for  special  bacteria;  also 
with  uniformly  satisfactory  results. 

Great  care  is  taken  with  the  process  of  preparing  and  filtering  the  water; 
the  process  consisting  of  screening  at  the  intakes,  settlement  in  subsiding  reser¬ 
voirs,  filtering  by  mechanical  filters  of  the  Jewell  Gravity  Type,  and  final 
filtration  at  a  very  slow  rate  by  English  sand  filters.  The  result  is  the  supply 
of  an  excellent  wholesome  filtered  water  of  a  high  degree  of  purity.  Large 
extensions  of  filtering  capacity  were  made  in  1927  by  the  construction 
of  additional  Jewell  Gravity  filters  and  two  large  filter  beds.  These  have  proved 
of  great  assistance  in  maintaining  the  purity  of  the  supply,  ample  in  quantity 
and  at  a  satisfactory  pressure  for  all  purposes. 

The  supply  has  been  extended  in  many  directions  during  the  year  to  meet 
the  demands  for  new  housing  and  similar  schemes ;  such  extensions  have 
required  the  laying  down  of  upwards  of  3,000  yards  of  steel  and  cast-iron  service

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Seweiage  and  sewage  disposal  are  matters  under  the  supervision  of  the 
City  Engineer.  The  sewage  of  the  City  is  pumped  to  the  Sewage  Works  at 
Naburn,  five  miles  down  the  river,  where  it  is  now  entirely  treated  by  open 
septic  tanks  and  continuous  filters,  with  satisfactory  results.  The  effluent 
discharges  into  the  River  Ouse. 

there  was  no  important  extension  of  sewerage  works  during  1928  apart 
f i om  that  due  to  extension  of  housing  schemes.  In  all  cases,  new  sewers  are 
connected  up  to  the  existing  sewerage  system  of  the  City. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  put  in  a  small  pumping  plant  for  the 
Heslington  Lane  area,  the  discharge  being  into  an  existing  sewer. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION  AND  SCAVENGING. 

(See  also  Report  of  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  page  75.) 

The  scavenging  and  sewerage  of  the  City  are  under  the  control  of  the 
City  Engineer,  and  to  him  I  am  indebted  for  some  of  the  following  facts. 

dhe  methods  in  vogue  in  the  City  for  all  classes  of  premises  consist  of: — 

(1)  About  25  midden  privies  and  43  dry  ashpits  (a  steadily  diminishing 
number),  the  contents  of  which  are  removed  systematically  by  and  at  the  cost 
of  the  Corporation. 

(2)  20,443  wash-down  water-closets  and  2,716  waste-water-closets. 
The  provision  of  the  latter  is  now  discouraged. 

(3)  22,672  ashtubs  (or  ashbins)  and  galvanized  iron  receptacles 
in  use  at  houses  where  there  are  water-closets  and  no  brick  ashpits  or  midden 
privies. 

During  the  past  five  years  (1924-28),  954  movable  iron  ashbins,  with 
proper  covers,  have  been  substituted  for  fixed  receptacles. 
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During  the  last  twenty-seven  years,  6,628  midden  privies  have  been  sub¬ 
stituted  by  water-closets  voluntarily,  or  by  order  of  the  Sanitary  Authority, 
under  Sections  91  or  36  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875.  This  work  is  stil! 
progressing  as  rapidly  as  it  is  possible  to  get  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
builders  and  others  concerned.

HOUSING. 

(I)  GENERAL  HOUSING  CONDITIONS  IN  THE  CITY. 

(1)  While  there  is  a  large  amount  of  satisfactory  fairly-modern  housing 
accommodation  within  the  City,  in  the  older  parts  (in  the  centre)  many  of  the 
houses  are  very  old  and  dilapidated,  with  a  good  deal  of  overcrowding  of 
buildings  on  unsuitable  sites. 

(2)  (a)  The  extent  of  the  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  may  be 
j  udged  from  the  fact  that  the  number  ox  applicants  still  on  the  waiting  list 
for  the  Tang  Hall  Estate  houses  at  31st  December,  1928,  was  1,600. 

(b)  The  Corporation  have,  during  the  eight  years  ended  31st  December, 
1928,  developed  their  Tang  Hall  Estate  to  the  extent  of  building  1,272  houses, 
and  at  that  date,  210  houses  were  in  course  of  erection. 

The  Corporation  have,  in  addition,  acquired  two  further  estates  in  the 
Pottery  Lane  (Heworth)  and  Burton  Stone  Lane  districts,  but  the  erection  of 
houses  on  these  estates  had  not  been  commenced  at  the  end  of  1928. 

(3)  During  past  years  there  have  been  considerable  developments  in  the 
confectionery  trade.  These  developments  will  probably  cause  a  continued 
demand  for  houses  in  the  near  future. 
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rm  OVERCROWDING. 

(1)  At  the  end  of  1928  the  number  of  overcrowded  houses  known  to  the 
Health  Department  was  219,  against  202  at  the  end  of  1927. 

(2)  The  causes  have  been  varied,  but  the  chief  cause  is  the  shortage  of 
houses,  and,  in  many  cases,  the  large  families  occupying  small  houses;  it  is 
very  frequently  found  that  quite  small  houses  are  used  by  two  families. 

(3)  Unfortunately,  owing  to  the  housing  shortage,  no  drastic  action  has 
been  possible  in  dealing  with  overcrowding,  but  in  all  cases  “  Intimation  of 
Nuisance  ”  notices  are  sent  to  the  occupiers,  calling  attention  to  the  over¬ 
crowded  condition  of  the  houses  and  requesting  them  to  abate  the  overcrowding 
as  early  as  possible,  and  in  57  instances  it  was  found  possible  to  effect  an 
improvement.  Many  cases  are  referred  to  the  Housing  Committee  as  suitable 
tenants  for  houses  on  the  Housing  Estate.  In  some  cases,  overcrowding  has 
been  abated  by  the  sub-occupiers  obtaining  other  suitable  accommodation. 

(III)  FITNESS  OF  HOUSES. 

(1)  (a)  Since  the  end  of  the  war  it  has  been  possible  to  effect  minor 
improvements  in  the  condition  of  a  very  considerable  number  of  working-class 
dwellings. 

(b)  The  defects  found  are  very  largely  due  to  the  lack  of  proper  manage¬ 
ment  and  supervision  by  the  owners,  but  acts  of  neglect  and  waste  by  the 
tenants  are  not  unknown. 

(2)  No  great  difficulty  has  been  found  in  remedying  unfitness,  either 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts  or  under  Section  3  of  the  Housing  Act,  1925 ; 
although,  in  a  few  cases,  the  carrying  out  of  considerable  improvements  has 
been  delayed  owing  to  the  financial  difficulties  of  the  house-owners. 

(IV)  UNHEALTHY  AREAS. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  sanctioned  the  Corporation’s  scheme  for  dealing 
with  the  “  Hope  Street  Unhealthy  Area,”  subject  to  certain  modifications,  and 
sites  on  the  Tang  Hall  Estate  have  been  allocated  to  the  Health  Committee,  for 
the  erection  of  102  small  houses,  for  the  purpose  of  re-housing  some  of  the 
people  from  this  Area. 

Two  hundred  and  one  houses  and  tenements  are  involved,  with  a  total 
population  of  805.  This  Area,  the  extent  of  which  is  approximately  3^  acres, 
comprises  Hope  Street,  Albert  Street,  part  of  Long  Close  Lane,  George  Street 
and  Richard  Street. 

Thirty  houses  in  the  Area  have  so  far  been  taken  over  by  the  Corporation. 
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In  other  streets,  courts  and  yards  in  the  City,  there  are  approximately 
7o0  houses  which  are  being,  or  may  have  to  be,  dealt  with  as  unhealthy,  and 
demolished  or  reconstructed.  This  work,  except  for  urgent  repairs,  choked 
drains  and  leaking  roofs,  is  held  in  abeyance  until  such  times  as  there  are 
sufficient  houses  in  a  sanitary  condition  available  for  any  families  who  may  be 
dis-housed.  It  is  not  proposed  that  all  the  houses  involved  will  necessarily 
have  to  be  demolished,  but  congested  areas  will  be  thinned-out,  back-to-back 

houses  will  be  made  into  through  houses,  and  yards,  sanitary  conveniences, 
etc.,  remodelled.

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THE  YORK  HOUSE  IMPROVEMENT  SOCIETY  LTD. 

The  Society  was  formed  by  the  York  Women’s  Council  in  the  hope  that 
all  bodies  and  persons  interested  in  the  better  housing  of  the  lowest  paid  workers 
w  ould  co-operate  with  them  for  this  purpose. 

Object.— By  co-operation  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  individuals  who 
feel  a  responsibility  for  present  housing  conditions,  to  take  a  share  in 
constructive  schemes  of  improvement. 

Methods — 

1.  Impiovement  of  existing  dwellings  will  be  undertaken.  House 
propei  ty  needing  repaii,  better  sanitary  provision  and  management,  will 
be  purchased  and  held  by  the  Society. 

2.  The  Society  may  develop  other  schemes  of  house  improvement 
and  will  undertake  a  system  of  management  similar  to  that  carried  on  by 
Miss  Octavia  Hill,  long  ago. 

3.  The  necessary  funds  will  be  raised  : — 

(a)  By  the  issue  of  Ordinary  Shares  of  the  nominal  value  of  £1. 

(b)  By  raising  capital  on  mortgage. 

(c)  By  donations  from  any  persons  for  the  general  purposes  of 

the  Society. 

Those  who  wish  to  share  in  the  Management  of  the  Society  must  take 
up  at  least  one  share. 

The  Report  of  the  Society  for  the  year  ended  30th  June,  1928,  states 

“  The  first  property  purchased  consisted  of  six  houses  in  Richard  Street,  opening 
into  a  small  yard.  Four  of  these  were  back-to-back  houses,  two  of  which  have  now 
been  converted  into  one  through  house.  Each  house  has  been  supplied  with  a  water  - 
supply  and  a  larder,  and  two  with  lean-to  sculleries.  The  sanitary  arrangements  have 
been  much  improved.  All  have  been  papered  and  painted,  and  the  tenants  are  very 
pleased  with  all  the  improvements  made.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  collect 
the  rates  with  the  rents,  and  the  weekly  inclusive  rents  (which  we  have  had  to  raise 
slightly)  vary  from  3/6  to  6/6,  according  to  the  size  of  the  house.  During  our  owner¬ 
ship  there  have  been  practically  no  arrears.  The  rents  have  been  collected  weekly  by 
various  ladies  of  the  Committee,  to  whom  our  thanks  are  due. 

In  the  spring  we  purchased  a  second  property,  consisting  of  eight  houses  in  Long 
Close  Lane,  for  the  sum  of  £575.  The  property  is  paid  for,  and  the  renovations  are  in 
hand,  but  about  £100  is  still  needed  to  pay  for  the  many  improvements  which  your 
Committee  feel  are  necessary. 

On  March  2'lst,  a  Public  Meeting  was  held  with  the  object  of  making  the 
Society  known  to  the  citizens  of  York,  and  enlisting  new  shareholders.  The  Rev.  Basil 
Jellicoe,  of  the  Magdalen  College  Mission  to  Somers  Town,  described  the  work  of  the 
St.  Pancras  House  Improvement  Society,  and  Mrs.  Councillor  Crichton  gave  an  account 
of  the  progress  of  our  own  S'ociety  during  the  first  nine  months  of  its  existence. 
The  results  of  the  Meeting  were  very  satisfactory.  Meetings  of  the 
free  Church  Council  and  the  Council  of  Christian  Congregations  have  also  been 
addressed,  and  the  Dean  of  York  sent  a  circular  letter  to  all  clergymen  and  ministers 
in  the  City  with  the  object  of  enlisting  their  support  and  interest.”

SMALLPOX. 

Thirteen  cases  of  smallpox  occurred  in  York  during  the  year.  The  first 
case  was  seen  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  7th  May,  and  was  a  patient 
aged  56  in  the  sick  wards  of  the  York  Poor-Law  Institution.  Lie  was  at  once 
removed  to  the  Smallpox  Hospital  for  isolation.  His  rash  had  appeared  three 
days  previous.  The  origin  of  this  case  appears  to  have  been  a  patient  in  the  same 
ward  who  developed  a  rash  on  16th  April,  and  this  was  provisionally  diagnosed 
as  chickenpox.  Another  man,  also  in  the  same  ward,  had  a  rash  on  28th  April, 
but  it  was  not  until  the  third  case  occurred  that  a  definite  diagnosis  of  smallpox 
was  made.  All  three  patients  had  been  vaccinated  in  infancy,  but  not  re¬ 
vaccinated.  Their  ages  were  72,  56  and  50.  All  the  marks  of  the  man  aged  72 
were  very  indefinite.  The  second  had  three  faint  marks,  and  the  third  case  very 
indefinite  marks.  One  of  the  patients  stated  that  he  had  been  in  contact  with 
some  of  the  casuals  working  in  the  Llospital  grounds,  and,  as  many  of  these 
casuals  had  come  from  infected  areas  in  Yorkshire,  it  is  possible  that  this  was  the 
source  of  the  disease.  A  fourth  case  from  the  same  ward  of  the  Institution  was 
removed  on  14th  May. 


On  17th  May,  I  was  asked  to  see  a  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital  of 
St.  John’s  Training  College,  and  found  four  patients,  whose  ages  ranged  from 
18  to  20  years,  suffering  from  smallpox;  all  were  unvaccinated  and  wrere  at  once 
removed  to  the  smallpox  hospital.  The  source  of  this  outbreak  was  found  to 
have  been  a  student  who  had  been  staying  at  his  own  home  in  another  district 
in  Yorkshire  on  holiday  and  had  suffered  from  an  eruption  of  “  spots  ”  which 
had  been  diagnosed  as  chickenpox;  it  was  subsequently  found  that  another 
member  of  this  family  had  been  admitted  to  an  isolation  hospital  suffering  from 
smallpox. 


At  the  Poor  Law  Institution  and  at  the  College  prompt  measures  were  taken 
to  have  all  contacts  vaccinated,  and  disinfection  was  carried  out.  At  the 
College  the  whole  of  the  staff  and  students  were  vaccinated  or  re-vaccinated.  One 
of  the  contacts  at  St.  John’s  College  took  ill  nine  days  after  the  removal  of  the 
other  cases,  and  subsequently  a  smallpox  rash  appeared.  This  contact  was 
vaccinated  with  the  others  but  evidently  after  infection,  as  the  vaccination  did 
not  take;  he  had  not  previously  been  vaccinated. 

No  further  cases  occurred  in  the  wards  of  the  Institution  during  the  year, 
but  a  casual  (aged  55)  presented  himself  at  the  Institution  on  19th  May  with  a 
fully-developed  rash  which  he  had  evidently  acquired  while  journeying  through 
infected  districts;  he  was  also  admitted  to  the  Smallpox  Hospital.  He  had 
stayed  in  a  York  lodging-house.  All  the  contacts  traced,  except  one,  were 
vaccinated,  and  no  further  cases  occurred.  This  vagrant  had  been  vaccinated 
in  infancy,  there  being  three  indefinite  marks. 

A  woman  aged  73,  vaccinated  in  childhood,  was  found  on  19th  May  in  the 
Out-patient  Department  of  the  County  Hospital  to  be  suffering  from  smallpox. 
No  source  could  be  traced,  and  no  further  cases  occurred. 

A  young  woman,  aged  16,  was  discovered  by  a  medical  practitioner  on  30th 
May  suffering  from  smallpox ;  she  had  been  infected  while  on  a  visit  to  County 
Durham.  This  patient  had  not  been  vaccinated. 

All  the  patients  in  Hospital  made  a  good  recovery,  and  no  further  cases  were 
met  with  until  24th  August,  when  a  woman,  aged  21,  was  found  to  be  suffering 
from  smallpox;  she  had  been  staying  on  holiday  in  a  town  in  the  County  of 

Durham,  and  a  case  of  smallpox  had  been  removed  from  the  same  house.  She 
had  not  been  vaccinated. 

No  vaccinations  or  re- vaccinations  were  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  during  the  year  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention) 
Regulations,  1917.

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1928  was  6  per  100,000  living. 
There  were  four  deaths,  all  of  which  occurred  at  the  Fever  Hospital. 

Two  cases  (both  City)  admitted  to  the  Hospital  proved  to  be  doubtful. 
One  (City)  case  admitted  to  Hospital  proved  to  be  Scarlet  Fever. 

One  case  was  probably  imported. 

There  was  one  tracheotomy  case. 

Diagnostic  Swabs. — Of  a  total  of  65  cases  swabbed,  52  were  proved  to  be 
Diphtheria  by  bacteriological  examination. 

The  Distrcts  chiefly  affected  were  : — Heworth  (12) ;  Fishergate  and  Fulford 
Road  (10) ;  Groves  (10) ;  Burton  Stone  Lane  (6) ;  and  Hull  Road  (6). 

The  Schools  chiefly  affected  were : — Fishergate  (9) ;  Park  Grove  (6) ;  St. 
Wilfrid’s  (5);  ITaxby  Road  (4);  Poppleton  Road  (4). 

The  free  supply  of  Anti-toxin  to  medical  practitioners  for  use  in  poor  cases 
was  continued;  35  cases  were  so  served  during  the  year. 

Sanitary  notices  were  duly  served  regarding  all  housing  defects.

The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1928  was  1  per  100,000. 

Dur'ng  1928  a  total  of  thirteen  persons  were  notified  to  me  as  suffering  from 
Typhoid  Fever,  of  which  one  was  removed  to  the  County  Hospital  and  two  to 
the  Fever  Hospital. 

Of  the  thirteen  cases  notified,  all  were  confirmed  by  blood  test;  two  were 
found  to  be  an  infection  by  the  Typhoid  Bacillus,  ten  due  to  Bacillus  Para- 
typhosus  B.,  and  one  gave  reaction  for  both  Paratyphoid  B.  and  B.  Typhosus. 

Eight  cases  giving  blood  reactions  for  Paratyphoid  B.  were  from  The 
Retreat  (a  private  mental  hospital),  Heslington  Road,  York,  one  being  a  nurse 
and  seven  being  female  patients.  The  first  case  at  The  Retreat  was  notified  on 
30th  July,  and  the  last  on  1st  September. 

The  source  of  the  outbreak  was  not  ascertained,  although  full  enquiries 
were  made  into  the  food,  milk  and  water  supplies.  A  few  sanitary  defects 
were  found  and  remedied. 


All  the  cases  were  isolated  and  treated  in  the  mental  hospital,  and  all 
recovered. 

The  patient  who  gave  the  positive  reaction  for  both  typhoid  and  paratyphoid 
had  also  been  working  in  The  Retreat. 

No  connection  with  a  possible  common  source  of  infection  was  traced  in 


any  of  the  other  four  cases.

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Fourteen  cases  of  Influenzal  Pneumonia  were  notified,  and  22  deaths  were 
certified  as  due  to  Influenza,  ten  of  which  occurred  during  the  first  quarter. 
One  death  was  certified  as  due  to  Acute  Influenzal  Pneumonia.  Of  the  deaths 
fi om  Influenza,  15  were  over  the  age  of  45  years. 

There  were  162  notifications  of  Acute  Primary  Pneumonia,  and  63  deaths  of 
all  types.  I  have  utilised  the  services  of  the  Health  Visitors  in  visiting  the 
homes  of  notified  cases,  making  enquiries  and  notes  about  the  domestic  con¬ 
ditions  and  nursing,  and  in  giving  advice  in  regard  to  cleanliness,  isolation, 
ventilation,  etc.  During  1928,  the  two  Health  Visitors  visited  132  notified 
cases  of  Primary  and  13  of  Influenzal  Pneumonia. 

Of  these,  53  were  children  under  school  age  and  44  were  school  children. 

A  District  Nurse  was  in  attendance  in  26  cases.  73  cases  were  treated  in 
Institutions.

Of  the  1924  cases,  two  recovered  and  one  lost  partial  use  of  the  left  leg;

In  consequence  of  the  outbreak  of  Smallpox  in  the  North  of  England,  the 
City  Council,  with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  made  Chickenpox 
notifiable  in  the  City  as  from  22nd  November,  1923.  All  cases  of  suspected 
Chickenpox  are  investigated,  and  all  doubtful  cases  visited  by  the  M.O.H.  or 
the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers.  A  leaflet  on  Smallpox  and  vaccination 
is  left  at  each  of  the  homes,  the  parents  are  urged  to  obtain  medical  advice, 
and  private  medical  practitioners  are  largely  called  in.

A  military  case  which  was  notified,  and  died  in  1927,  is  not  included  in  our 
figures.  Of  the  1928  deaths  one  was  of  a  York  case  which  died  outside  the  City. 
The  1928  cases  comprised  a  child  aged  13  months,  who  died;  the  second  case, 
a  child  aged  2  years,  was  afterwards  considered  to  be  probably  one  of 
pneumococcal  meningitis,  and  recovered;  the  third  case,  a  boy  aged  9  years,  was 
notified  in  December,  1928,  and  made  a  good  recovery.

MEASLES : — 92  per  cent,  of  the  cases  occurred  during  the  first  half  of 
the  year,  and  90  per  cent,  of  the  total  cases  were  in  the  Infants’  Departments. 

There  were  six  deaths  (five  under  5  years)  compared  with  17  in  1927  and  one 
in  1926. 

WHOOPING-COUGH: — 75  per  cent,  occurred  during  the  first  half  of 
the  year,  and  95  per  cent,  of  the  total  cases  were  in  the  Infants’  Departments.

CLEANSING  AND  DISINFECTION  OF  VERMINOUS  PERSONS. 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Disinfecting  Station  for  the  cleansing  of 
verminous  persons,  when  necessary,  and  for  the  steam  disinfection  of  infested 
clothing  and  bedding.  The  fumigation  of  verminous  premises  is  also  carried 
out;  43  premises  were  so-  disinfected  during  1928. 


The  Disinfecting  Station  is  situated  at  the  Corporation  Depot,  Foss  Islands 
Road,  and  contains  the  apparatus  known  as  the  “  Washington  Lyon,”  built  by 
Messrs.  Maniove  &  Alliott,  and  installed  in  1893.  A  new  boiler  was  inserted 
in  1922  at  a  cost  of  £90.  The  staff  consists  of  the  Disinfector  Foreman  and 
two  Assistants,  who  are  employed  in  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  and  the 
disinfection  of  infected  premises,  bedding,  and  other  articles. 


Disinfection  of  rooms  by  fumigation  or  spraying,  and  of  clothing,  etc., 
by  heat,  is  carried  out  where  necessary.  The  following  figures  represent  the 
disinfecting  work  carried  out  during  recent  years  : —

Nineteen  deaths  occurred  in  the  Hospital: — Four  City  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  and  twelve  City  and  3  Rural  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

Sixteen  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  selected  on  account  of  the  relative  severity 
of  the  disease,  were  treated  with  Scarlet  Fever  Anti-toxin.  The  results  were 
very  satisfactory  and  all  recovered.  Taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the 
treated  cases  were  of  the  more  severe  type,  the  number  of  anti-toxin  cases 
presenting  complications  was  comparatively  low. 

Sixty-seven  diphtheria  cases  were  treated  with  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin. 

The  period  of  stay  in  the  Hospital  for  uncomplicated  cases  has  now  been 
reduced  to  an  average  of  four  weeks  without  any  apparent  effect  on  the  number 
of  return  cases. 
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No  Schick  and  Dick  Tests  were  performed,  and  it  has  not  yet  been  found 
possible  to  inaugurate  a  scheme  for  the  immunisation  of  children  against 
diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever. 

iNo  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  or  enteric  fever  have  occurred  amongst 
the  staff  of  the  Fever  Hospital  during  the  year,  and  none  of  the  staff  have  been 
artificially  immunised. 

In  view  of  the  serious  and  complicated  nature  of  many  of  the  cases 
admitted  to  the  Hospital,  great  praise  is  due  to  Dr.  Angove,  the  Matron, 
and  the  Nursing  Staff  for  the  low  mortality  and  successful  treatment  and 
management  of  the  cases. 

The  Staff  consisted  of  Matron,  three  Charge  Sisters,  one  Staff  Nurse,  two 
Assistant  Nurses,  seven  Probationers,  nine  Maids,  Porter,  and  Under-Gardener. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Great  Ouseburn  Isolation  Hospital, 
at  Acomb,  for  the  admittance  of  York  cases,  when  accommodation  is  not  available 
at  the  City  Fever  Hospital.  No  cases  were  admitted  during  1928. 

No  cases  of  measles  or  whooping-cough  were  admitted  to  the  City  Fever 
Hospital,  but  it  is  hoped  that  on  completion  of  the  Hospital  Extension  Scheme 
a  limited  number  of  beds  will  be  available  for  diseases  other  than  diphtheria 
and  scarlet  fever.  At  present  the  accommodation  does  not  admit  of  sub¬ 
division  so  (hat  wards  may  be  used  for  diseases  other  than  diphtheria  and  scarlet 
fever.

A  total  of  17  cases  were  notified  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

In  addition,  there  were  150'  cases  notified  by  Poor-Law  Institutions  and 
Sanatoria  fper  Form  0),  all  of  which  had  been  otherwise  notified  previously. 

Of  the  172  cases  notified  in  1928,  42  died  within  the  year  1928 — 35  from 
Pulmonary  and  7  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and  13  have  died  in  the 
early  months  of  1929  (12  from  Pulmonary  and  one  from  other  forms  of 
Tuberculosis) . 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis)  Regulations  1925,.  as  no  case  of  Tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk 
trade  was  known  to  the  Health  Department. 

The  City  Council  delegated  its  functions  under  Section  62  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1925,  relating  to  the  compulsory  isolation  of  Tuberculosis 
cases,  to  the  Health  Committee.  No  cases  were  reported  to  the  Health 
Committee  during  the  year. 
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THE  YORK  TUBERCULOSIS  SCHEME. 


1HE  WORK  OF  THE  TUBERCULOSIS  DISPENSARY,  11  CASTLEGATE 
ATTENDANCES. 

I  he  Dispensary  is  open  five  afternoons  a  week  and  six  forenoons,  with  the 
exception  of  Public  Holidays.  Clinics  are  held  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays,  from  2-30  to  5  p.m. 


On  notification,  each  case  is  visited  by  a  Dispensary  Nurse,  advice  is  given 
as  to  precautions  necessary  to  avoid  spread  of  infection,  and  as  to  facilities  for 
treatment.  Sanitary  defects  are  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who 
makes  arrangements  for  disinfection  as  required. 

The  Tuberculosis  Officer  visits  the  homes  of  the  patients  as  occasion  may 
demand. 


Notified  cases  are  examined  at  the  Dispensary  or  at  home,  to  decide  the  most 
suitable  form  of  treatment  in  each  instance,  and  the  medical  practitioners  con¬ 
cerned  are  informed  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer’s  opinion. 

An  Apex  Sun-Ray  Lamp  (carbon  elements)  for  Ultra  Violet  Light  Therapy 
v  as  presented  by  the  Tuberculosis  Crusade  Committee  for  use  at  the  Dispensary, 
and  treatment  commenced  in  June,  1927. 

Four  patients  received  treatment  during  1927 — 1928 

Two  patients  were  treated  for  tuberculosis  of  the  skin  with  ulceration,  with 
considerable  improvement.  In  one  case  healing  took  place;  in  the  other,  the 
patient  left  the  district  before  completion  of  the  course. 

A  girl  with  enlarged  cervical  glands  had  thirty-four  weekly  exposures  to  the 
rays.  One  gland  ultimately  broke  down  and  discharged,  but  the  neck  healed 
satisfactorily. 

The  fourth  case  was  an  elderly  woman  who  suffered  severely  from  lumbar 
myalgia,  and  who  received  considerable  benefit.  She  had  thirty-four  treatments. 

The  total  number  of  treatments  administered  was  125.

ANNUAL  REPORT  BY  MISS  MANNING,  TEACHER. 

During  the  year  1928  the  ordinary  school  work  has  gone  on  as  usual,  the 
mornings  being  taken  up  with  Arithmetic,  Reading  and  Composition. 

During  Civic  Week,  in  June,  the  children  performed  a  pastoral  play  “  The 
Princess  in  the  Sleeping  Wood,”  and  gave  a  display  of  country  dances  to  those 
who  came  to  look  round  the  Sanatorium. 

The  children  were  taken  to  the  Health  Exhibition  in  September ,  and  showed 
great  interest,  particularly  in  the  Dental  Section. 

As  the  summer  and  autumn  were  so  fine,  school  was  carried  on  outside  until 
early  in  November. 

o 

On  December  19th,  and  again  on  January  9th,  1929,  the  children  gave  their 
Annual  Entertainment,  including  the  play  “  The  Pied  Piper  of  Llamelin,”  and 
Country  Dancing.  At  the  end  of  the  performance  a  collection  for  gramophone 
records  was  proposed,  and  with  the  sum  of  £3  3s.  Od.  I  have  been  able  to  buy  a 
complete  set  of  all  country  dances  recorded. 


DOUBTFUL  CASES. 

A  large  number  of  doubtful  cases  are  brought  to  notice  by  practitioners  and 
institutions,  and  these  are  examined  (sometimes  in  consultation  with  their 
medical  attendants)  to  clear  up  the  diagnosis. 

When  no  definite  decision  is  come  to,  appointments  are  made  from 
time  to  time  for  re-examination  until  active  tuberculosis  is  considered  to  be 
excluded. 
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The  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  send  suspected  cases  for  observation, 
and  reports  are  furnished  to  them  as  to  diagnosis,  fitness  for  school  (special  or 
otherwise),  treatment  required,  etc. 

A  number  of  cases  have  been  transferred  to  Sanatoria  from  the  County 
Hospital  and  the  City  Infirmary  during  the  year. 

The  Tuberculosis  Officer  acts  as  consultant  to  the  York  County  Hospital 
and  to  the  City  Infirmary  and  the  Board  of  Guardians  when  required. 

CONTACTS. 

Contacts  are  advised  to  be  examined  either  by  their  own  medical  attendant 
or  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Lists  of  school  children  contacts  are  regularly 
supplied  to  the  School  Clinic,  in  order  that  the  children  may  be  examined  by 
the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers,  one  of  whom  (Hr.  Audrey  Hughes)  is  also 
Assistant  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Eighty  seven  contacts  were  so  referred  during 
1928. 

DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

A  number  of  cases  were  dealt  with  at  the  County  Hospital  through 
subscribers’  notes,  supplied  by  the  Care  Committee.

NON-PULMONARY  CASES. 

During  the  year,  three  cases  received  treatment  at  the  Lord  Mayor  Treloar 
Cripples’  Hospital  at  Alton. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  admission  of  children  suffering  from 
non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  to  the  Yorkshire  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  at  Kirby  - 
moorside.  Three  cases  were  admitted  during  1928. 

Twenty  adults  and  eighteen  children  were  admitted  to  the  York  County 
Hospital  for  surgical  treatment.  A  few  cases  have  also  been  nursed  by  the 
District  Nurses. 

SHELTERS. 

During  the  year,  13  shelters  have  been  available  for  loan  to  patients. 
Eleven  of  these  belong  to  the  Tuberculosis  Crusade  Committee,  and  two  belong 
to  the  Corporation.  The  Shelters  have  been  lent  without  any  fee,  and  are 
erected  in  the  patient’s  back  yard  by  Corporation  workmen.  The  Dispensary 
Nurses  supervise  as  to  proper  use. 

The  number  of  cases  under  domiciliary  supervision  has  become  smaller. 
Fortunately,  we  have  now  a  sufficiency  of  beds  to  give  institutional  treatment 
to  all  who  require  it,  and  are  willing  to  accept. 

On  discharge,  a  short  report  is  sent  to  the  Medical  Attendant,  and  in  the 
case  of  school  children,  to  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  also.  Patients 
attend  regularly  at  the  Dispensary  for  re-examination  and  are  visited  by  the 
Staff  as  may  be  necessary.

The  local  facilities  for  free  treatment  are  at  the  York  County  Hospital. 
There,  free  skilled  diagnosis  and  treatment  can  be  obtained,  beds  are  provided 
for  those  requiring  indoor  treatment,  and  the  lady  resident  House  Surgeon 
attends  to  those  female  patients  who  prefer  to  see  a  woman  doctor.  The  Clinic

The  Past,  West,  and  North  Riding  County  Councils  also  contract  for 
treatment  of  their  cases  at  the  County  Hospital  through  the  York  Corporation. 

Particulars  of  the  facilities  available,  together  with  the  times  of  the 
sessions,  have  been  circulated  to  all  medical  practitioners  in  the  City  and 
District.  On  the  whole,  co-operation  of  the  medical  practitioners  is  quite  good, 
although  inconvenience  is  sometimes  caused  by  the  patients  being  sent  to  the 
Treatment  centre  at  the  wrong  times. 

The  public  appears  to  be  well  informed  as  to  the  facilities  provided  for 
free  diagnosis  and  treatment,  and  patients  are  ready  to  avail  themselves  of 
these  facilities. 

Enamel  plaques,  advertising  the  facilities  for  free  treatment,  are  fixed  in 
all  the  public  conveniences,  and  renewed  when  necessary. 

There  are  facilities  for  daily  irrigation  of  cases  of  gonorrhoea  and  for 
disinfection.  2,266  out-patient  attendances  for  intermediate  treatment 
irrigation,  dressings,  etc.,  were  made  during  the  year.  Arrangements  for  daily 
treatment  for  women  patients  have  been  instituted,  as  from  1st  August,  1928. 

Salvarsan  substitutes  are  supplied  to  the  medical  practitioners  (for 
the  treatment  of  their  own  patients)  through  the  County  Hospital  stock, 
gratis,  at  all  times  of  the  day  or  week-end.  The  County  Hospital  possesses 
a  list,  agreed  upon  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Y.D.  Clinic 
Officer,  of  50  practitioners  qualified  to  use  these  free  supplies.  A  total  of 
84  doses  were  so  supplied  to  eight  of  these  doctors  during  1928. 
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The  extent  to  which  practitioners  have  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities 
for  pathological  examinations  provided  by  the  Council  is  shown  in  the 
following  Table.

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A  total  of  576  doses  of  Salvarsan  substitute  were  given  to  97  York  City 
cases  of  Syphilis. 

A  total  of  80  cases  from  neighbouring  districts  in  the  three  Hidings 
attended  the  clinic  during  the  year. 

Duiing  the  half-year  ended  30th  June,  1928,  25  new  C’ty  cases  of  Syphilis 
and  31  new  City  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  attended  the  out-patient  clinic;  16  persons 
were  discharged  after  treatment  during  the  same  period. 

During  the  half-year  ended  31st  December,  1928,  31  new  City  cases  of 
Syphilis  and  41  new  City  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  attended  the  out-patient  clinic; 
17  persons  were  discharged  after  treatment  during  the  same  period. 

A  total  of  23  cases  of  venereal  disease  (9  males,  14  females)  were  received 
in  the  County  Hospital  as  in-patients  during  1928. 

York  cases  of  Yenereal  Disease  amongst  unmarried  girls  requiring 
hostel  treatment  go  to  the  hostel  at  Leeds  (the  “  Hope  Hospital  ”)  in 
connection  with  the  four  diocesan  rescue  associations,  the  York  cases  being 
sent  in  through  the  York  Diocesan  Association.  Two  City  cases  have  been 

received  during  the  past  year. 

The  educational  and  propaganda  work  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
has  been  carried  out  by  the  York  Branch  of  the  British  Social  Hygiene  Council 
(see  section  on  Health  Education,  page  24). 

The  Branch  now  has  a  representative  membership  of  130  (including  the 
members  of  the  Corporation  Special  Diseases  Sub-Committee).  It  has  an 
Executive  Committee  of  16  members,  including  the  President  (Mr.  Alderman 
J.  B.  Lnglis,  J.P.),  the  Hon.  Secretary  (the  Medical  Officer  of  Health),  and 
Assistant  Hon.  Secretary  (Mrs.  Hutchinson).

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  WORK  IN  YORK. 


Thjs  work  in  York  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
a  woman  Assistant  and  three  whole-time  Corporation  Health  Visitors, 

the  Infants’  Welfare  Association,  the  Dispensary,  the  Maternity  Hospital, 
the  County  Hospital,  the  School  Clinic,  and  other  bodies,  working  in 
co-operation.  The  whole  organization  of  this  work  has  been  described  fully 
in  previous  Annual  Reports. 

The  Statutory  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  elected  under 
the  terms  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act  of  1918,  consists  of  eight 
members  of  the  Corporation  Health  Committee,  plus  four  co-opted  members. 

The  York  Infants’  Welfare  Association  carries  on  the  School  for 
Mothers,  Clinics  for  babies  and  young  children,  and  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic. 
Their  Superintendent  and  the  Corporation  Health  Visitors  carry  on  the  home 
visit-ng  of  expectant  mothers,  and  of  infants  and  of  children  not  on  a  school 
register.  Cases  of  mothers  or  infants  requiring  special  treatment  are  referred 
to  the  York  Dispensary  or  the  above-named  Hospitals,  or  to  the  V.D.  Clinic, 
as  required.  After  their  first  visits  to  mothers  and  babies,  the  Health  Visitors 
continue  the  visitaton  of  those  mothers  who  do  not  attend  the  Infants’  Welfare 
Association  Clinics,  whilst  those  who  do  are  supervised  by  the  Association’s  staff. 
The  work  is  co-ordinated  with  the  School  Medical  Service.  The  instruction 
given  in  visitation  and  clinic  work  is  assisted  by  the  distribution  of  suitable  leaf¬ 


lets.

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THE  MILK  (MOTHERS  &  CHILDREN)  ORDERS. 

During  the  financial  year,  1st  April,  1928,  to  3.1st  March,  1929,  the 
Infants’  Welfare  Association  supplied  dried  milk  (a  total  of  5,648  lbs.  in  weight) 
to  the  total  value  of  £487  4s.  2d.,  and  the  Health  Committee  paid  the  deficits 
incurred  by  that  Association  to  the  total  value  of  £49  4s.  lid. 

As  the  expenditure  of  the  Infants  Welfare  Association  had  been  so 
limited  and  so  well  supervised,  the  Health  Committee  resolved  to  continue 
the  Scheme  whereby  the  Corporation  Health  Committee  paid  the  limited  deficits 
of  the  Association  on  milk  given  gratis  or  sold  at  half-price. 

The  following  table  shows  the  amount  of  milk  supplied  by  sale  at  the  full 
special  price,  or  half-price,  or  gratis,  by  the  Infants’  Welfare  Association 
during  the  financial  year  1928-29  : —

The  amount  received  from  parents  in  respect  of  dried  milk  sold  at  full 
price,  or  at  half-price,  was  £437  19s.  3d. 

The  sale  and  consumption  of  the  milk,  even  at  full  price,  is  closely 
regulated  and  supervised  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Welfare  and  her 
Assistant.  No  milk  under  cost  price  is  ordered,  or  an  order  renewed,  unless 
the  children  attend  the  Welfare’s  sessions  with  sufficient  regularity  to  enable 
the  Doctor  and  Superintendent  to  satisfy  themselves,  by  following-up 
of  weight,  etc.,  that  the  milk  is  really  being  consumed  by  the  person  for 
whom  it  is  intended.

The  Superintendent  and  her  Assistant  paid  4,181  visits  to  the  houses  of 
the  Clients  of  the  Clinics.

5,648  lbs.  of  dried  milk  were  dispensed  during  the  year.  The  mothers 
paid  £437  19s.  3d.  for  Milk  and  £30  8s.  Od.  for  Virol  and  Cod-liver  Oil. 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  work  of  the  Yorkshire  Federation  for 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  founded  in  1920  by  some  of  the  leading 
workers  in  the  County  in  connection  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
schemes.  The  Federation  comprises  thoroughly  representative  members 

irom  all  over  the  County,  including  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  Alderman 
Jas.  B.  Inglis,  Chairman  of  the  York  Corporation  Health  Committee,  and 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  among  the  representative  members  of  the 
Federation,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

The  Federation  is  closely  allied  with  the  Red  Cross  Society  and  the 
Order  of  St.  John.  The  objects  of  the  Federation  may  be  briefly  summarised 
as  the  mutual  co-operation  and  co-ordination  of  all  the  various  kinds  of  work 
connected  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.  The  Federation  has  become 
a  very  important  body  in  the  promotion  of  joint  schemes  and  a  very  valuable 
link  between  the  various  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  workers  in  the  County, 
and  is  at  present  endeavouring  to  set  up  a  convalescent  home  for  mothers  and 
babies.

The  Public  Health  (Notification  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia) 
Regulations,  1926,  came  into  operation  on  1st  October,  1926.  Under  these 
Regulations  it  is  necessary  for  every  medical  practitioner,  on  first  becoming 
aware  that  a  woman  upon  whom  he  is  in  professional  attendance  is  suffering 
from  either  Puerperal  Fever  or  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  to  immediately  make  and 
sign  a  notification  of  the  case  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Regulations  and 
forward  it  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Corporation,  with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  have  made 
the  following  arrangements  in  regard  to  diagnosis  and  treatment  : — 

(1)  Dr.  A.  R.  Lister,  Visiting  Surgeon  to  the  York  Maternity 
Hospital,  has  been  appointed  as  Obstetric  Specialist,  to  give  a  second 
opinion  when  required  by  medical  practitioners.  When  the  patient  is  in 
a  position  to  pay  for  the  consultation,  direct  arrangements  are  made  between 
the  practitioner  and  Dr.  Lister  for  his  remuneration,  but  in  necessitous 
cases  a  payment  of  one  guinea  is  made  by  the  Corporation  to  Dr.  Lister. 
A  proportion  of  this  to  be  recovered  from  the  patient  if  this  is  found  to  be 
possible  and  advisable.  Two  applications  were  received  from  medical 
practitioners  for  a  second  opinion,  and  the  cases  were  seen  by  the  Obstetric 
Specialist. 

(2)  Any  bacteriological  examinations  necessary  are  carried  out  by 
Dr.  S.  Goodman  Platts,  Bacteriologist  to  the  County  Hospital,  on  the 


following  scale : — 

(a)  for  examination  of  lochia . 15s.  Od. 

(b)  for  examination  of  blood . £1  15s.  Od. 

(c)  leucocyte  count  . 15s.  Od. 


Two  examinations  of  blood  and  two  of  lochia  were  carried  out  during 
the  year. 

(3)  Cases  requiring  in-patient  treatment  are  admitted  to  the  County 
Hospital,  York,  the  cost  of  maintenance  (8/-  per  day)  being  charged  in  the 
first  instance  to  the  Corporation,  the  whole  or  a  proportion  being  recovered 
from  the  patient  according  to  her  financial  circumstances.  The  District 
Nurse  attended  in  nine  cases  during  1928. 

(4)  Trained  nurses  are  provided  when  required  for  home  nursing 
by  the  York  District  Nursing  Association,  under  the  York  Health 
Committee’s  Scheme  of  17th  March,  1921  (approved  by  the  Ministry  of 
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Health  on  26th  April,  1921),  whereby  the  Association  undertakes  to  provide 
home  nursing  for  certain  cases,  including  Puerperal  Fever  and  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum,  for  a  fixed  sum  of  £50  per  annum. 

(5)  For  the  home  treatment  of  cases,  supplies  of  serum  are  available 
for  issue  to  practitioners  from  the  York  County  Hospital  and  the  York 
Maternity  .Hospital.  Unless  the  doctor  certifies  that  the  case  is  a 
necessitous  one,  arrangements  are  made  to  recover  the  whole  or  an 
appropriate  part  of  the  cost  according  to  the  means  of  the  patient  and 
her  relatives.  No  applications  for  serum  were  received  during  1928. 


PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Corporation  under  Section  66  of  the  Public 
Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1925,  as  facilities  exist  for  in-patient  and  out¬ 
patient  treatment  in  the  Eye  Department  of  the  York  County  Hospital.

MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

Four  new  entrants  to  Departments  of  the  Corporation  were  examined  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  to  their  fitness  for  employment. 

METEOROLOGICAL  OBSERVATIONS  IN  1928. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  above  the  average,  viz: — 27.40  inches, 
being  3.40  inches  above  the  average  for  over  50  years.  The  heaviest  fall  of  the 
year  was  on  7th  June,  viz.  : — 1.34  inches.  Fifteen  thunderstorms  were  record¬ 
ed  ;  snow  fell  on  6  days  and  hail  on  8  days. 

The  total  bright  sunshine  of  the  year  amounted  to  1293.7  hours,  or  29  per 
cent,  of  the  total  possible  sunshine,  as  compared  with  1193.1  hours  and  27  per 
cent,  in  1927. 

The  temperature  in  1928  ranged  between  25°  Fahr.  on  4th  November  and 
9th  December  and  80  on  12th,  14th  and  15th  July. 

There  were  “  strong  ”  winds  on  five  days,  one  day  more  than  1927,  and 
calm  ”  on  two  days.  The  most  prevalent  winds  were : — South,  97;  North, 
61;  West,  64;  South-West,  29;  North-West,  37;  South-East,  34. 

The  mean  barometer  readings  were  lowest  for  November,  January  being  the 
next  lowest,  the  lowest  reading  of  the  barometer  on  any  one  day  being  on  16th 
March  (28.72  inches).  The  mean  barometer  readings  were  highest  in  Sept¬ 
ember,  the  highest  reading  on  any  one  day  being  on  22nd  February  (30.59).

Black  smoke  was  found  to  be  emitted — as  in  1927 — in  such  quantities  as  to 
be  a  nuisance,  from  the  chimneys  of  13  steam  engines  belonging  to  9  owners. 
Letters  were  immediately  sent  to  the  respective  owners  calling  their  attention 
to  the  nuisance,  and  requesting  that  smokeless  fuel  be  used  during  their  stay  in 
the  City. 

It  appears  that  owing  to  an  oversight  the  compulsory  use  of  smokeless  fuel 
was  omitted  from  the  agreements  between  the  Markets  Committee  and  the 
owners.  In  future  such  a  requirement  will  be  enforced.

To  ascertain  the  purity  of  the  ice  cream  sold  in  the  Qity,  6  samples  were 
taken  fiom  (1  dealers.  1  was  certified  to  contain  too  many  organisms  to  be  fit 

loi  human  consumption,  1  contained  a  large  number  of  organisms  and  4  were 
clean. 

Wuh  inspect  to  one  of  the  samples  which  was  certified  as  bacteriologically 
dirty,  a  sample  of  milk  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the  ice  cream  was  taken 
and  found  to  contain  Bacillus  Coli.  The  attention  of  the  retailer  was  called, 
as  well  as  that  of  the  Authority  of  the  District  in  which  the  milk  was  being 
produced,  with  a  view  to  improvement  in  the  supply.  Steps  were  also  taken 
by  the  manufacturers  of  the  ice  cream  to  improve  their  methods  of  production. 

Lpon  inspecting  the  premises  of  the  dealer  of  the  other  unsatisfactory 
sample,  it  was  found  that  the  mixture  was  deposited  in  a  basement  into  which 
dust  from  the  yard  gained  access  and  was  contaminating  it.  Steps  were  taken 
to  discontinue  the  depositing  of  the  mixture  in  the  basement  with  a  view  to 
improving  the  manufactured  article.

There  were  altogether  243  persons  registered  as  purveyors  of  milk  within 
the  City,  on  31st  December,  1928.  13  of  these  were  cowkeepers  in  the  City. 
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MILK  &  DAIRIES  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1922,  AND  THE 
MILK  &  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 

During  the  year,  5  applications  to  be  registered  as  Wholesale  Traders  of 
Milk ;  8  as  Wholesale  Traders  and  Retail  Purveyors  of  Milk ;  1  as  a  Producer  and 
Wholesale  Trader  of  Milk ;  and  43  as  Retail  Purveyors  of  Milk  have  been  received 
under  the  above-named  Act. 

7  applications  from  Retail  Purveyors  were  withdrawn ;  and  after  satisfactory 
arrangements  were  made  with  respect  to  the  various  premises,  the  remainder  of 
the  applications  were  acceded  to. 

One  retail  purveyor  of  milk  and  his  assistant  were  cautioned  by  order  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  contravening  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926.  Their 
hands  and  clothing  had  been  found  to  be  in  a  dirty  state  at  the  time  they  were 
delivering  or  measuring  milk.  After  being  cautioned?  further  observations  were 
made,  and  it  was  found  that  they  had  complied  with  the  Order. 

One  retail  purveyor  of  milk  from  outside  the  City  was  cautioned  for 
depositing  a  churn  containing  milk  on  the  public  footpath  and  leavmg  it  there 
for  considerable  periods.  He  has  since  discontinued  the  practice  and  is  arranging 
to  erect  a  proper  “  dairy  ”  in  the  neighbourhood. 

Also,  one  retail  purveyor  of  milk  was  cautioned  by  order  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  conveying  pig-meat  in  open  buckets  in  the  same  vehicle  in  which 
he  was  conveying  milk. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

I  have  to  record  that  one  application  has  been  made  for  the  renewal  of  the 
Supplementary  Licence  to  sell  “  Grade  A  ”  milk  in  the  City,  from  a  milk 
producer  residing  outside  the  City.  The  necessary  requirements  having 
been  complied  with,  the  application  was  acceded  to. 

Also,  one  application  was  received  from  a  retailer  of  milk  for  a  licence  to 
sell  Pasteurised  milk  in  the  City,  and  this  was  granted  after  the  premises 
and  apparatus  were  put  into  proper  order. 

To  ascertain  the  purity  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  City,  and  following  our  action 
in  previous  years,  57  samples  were  obtained  and  submitted  to  Dr.  S.  G.  Platts, 
the  bacteriologist  at  the  York  County  Hospital,  for  bacterial  examination.  20 
of  these  were  from  cowkeepers  residing  outside  but  who  are  also  purveyors  of 
milk  within  the  City ;  10  were  from  purveyors  obtaining  their  supplies  from 
outside  the  Citr  ,  1*—  were  from  cowkeepers  and  purveyors  in  the  City ;  3  were 
from  retailers  residing  outside  but  retailing  milk  in  the  City ;  3  samples  were  also 
taken  in  course  of  delivery  to  the  City  Fever  Hospital,  2  at  the  City  Maternity 
Hospital,  Acomb;  6  were  from  samples  of  milk  produced  at  the  Fairfield 
Sanatorium,  and  1  of  milk  supplied  to  the  Fulford  Road  Open-Air  School. 
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The  samples  were  certified  as  follows  8  were  bacteriologically  dirty  and 
unfit  for  consumption,  and  47  were  clean. 

With  respect  to  the  8  samples  which  were  certified  as  dirty,  the  attention 
of  the  retaders  was  called,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Authorities  of  the  Districts  in 
which  6  of  the  samples  were  produced,  with  a  view  to  an  improvement  in  the 
supplies.  Further  samples  from  the  same  sources  have  been  found  to  be  satis¬ 
factory.  5  samples  were  certified  as  containing  tubercle  bacilli;  of  these,  2 
were  from  producers  and  retailers  in  the  City,  and  the  remainder  were  from 
producers  outside  the  City.  In  the  City  cases  it  was  found  that  One  of  the 
retailers  was  obtaining  part  of  his  supply  from  two  or  three  sources  outside  the 
City,  arid  one  of  the  outside  Authorities  traced  a  cow  on  one  of  the  farms  as 
giving  tuberculous  milk.  In  the  other  case  a  cow  was  removed  to  a  Knacker’s 
haid.  Similar  conditions  were  found  and  similar  action  taken  respecting  the 
supplies  from  producers  outside  the  City.  Subsequent  samples  from  all  the 
supplies  were  found  to  be  free  from  tubercle  bacilli. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a  “  Minute  Milk  Tester  ”  was  obtained,  and 
the  cleanliness  or  otherwise  of  the  milk  was  demonstrated  to  the  retailers  at  the 
time  of  purchase. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  “  as  seeing  is  believing,”  these  demonstrations  will 

result  in  a  marked  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  the  milk  supplied  to  the 
citizens. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  taking  of  samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  the  subsequent  necessary  action,  has  resulted  in  a  very 
great  improvement  in  the  milk  supply.  Our  experience  in  the  cooling  of  milk 
immediately  after  milking,  shows  that  the  number  of  bacteria  in  the  samples 
is  considerably  less  than  formerly,  and  milk  is  thus  placed  on  the  market 
witn  less  bacteria  than  is  required  for  milk  of  “  Grade  A  ”  quality.

POOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT,  1928. 

During  the  year  223  samples  of  Food  and  Drugs  have  been  procured  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  who*  certified  166  samples  genuine,  and  57 
samples  adulterated  (i.e.,  25.56  per  cent,  of  adulteration). 

PRESERVATIVES!. — All  samples  of  Milk  and  Butter,  and  any  articles 
likely  to  contain  preservatives  are  examined  for  the  same.  (See  Analyst’s 
Report.) 

• 

INFORMAL  OR  TEST  SAMPLES  : — It  will  be  seen  from  the  tabular 
statement  (Table  I)  that  95  informal  samples  and  128  formal  samples  were  taken 
during  the  year,  all  of  which  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  analysis. 

Informal  samples  are  in  all  cases  purchased  by  an  Agent,  and  if  any  are  found 
adulterated,  formal  samples  are  obtained  with  a  view  to  summary  proceedings 
being  taken.  It  has  been  found  that  the  obtaining  of  informal  samples  is,  on 
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the  whole,  a  very  convenient  and  reliable  method  of  estimating  whether  vendors 
are  supplying  genuine  articles,  and  causes  no  inconvenience  to  the  shopkeeper, 
as,  when  samples  are  obtained  formally,  the  latter  method  involves  explanation 
as  to  why  the  sample  has  been  purchased,  the  subsequent  division  of  samples 
into  three  parts,  and  the  sealing  up  of  the  same,  which  all  take  up  a  considerable 
amount  of  time.

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1924. 

During  the  year  a  much  larger  number  of  carcases  of  animals  have  been 
inspected,  and  a  larger  number  of  surrenders  of  diseased  meat  have  been  obtained 
(See  Tables  IV,  V  and  VI).  4,100  day  visits  of  inspection  to  slaughter-houses 
have  been  made,  and  93  evening  and  Sunday  visits.  In  addition  to  the  notices 
of  “  Regular  hours  of  slaughtering,”  under  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regula¬ 
tions,  1924,  no  less  a  number  than  1,815  notices  of  “  Occasional  slaughtering  ’  ’ 
were  received.  The  carcases  in  connection  with  these  notices,  as  well  as  those 
received  for  the  regular  hours  were,  in  almost  every  case,  inspected. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that,  with  few  exceptions,  the  work  under  the 
Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  has  been  carried  on  satisfactorily. 
Phe  meat  ti  aders  generally  have  co-operated  m  giving  effect  to  the  requirements 
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as  to  ensuring  the  sale  of  “  meat  ”  under  hygienic  conditions.  The  Regulations 
have  caused  much  additional  work  to  fall  on  the  Department. 

Two  butchers  were  cautioned  by  the  Town  Clerk  by  order  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  contravening  Regulation  No.  8. 

Three  provision  dealers  were  cautioned  for  exposing  for  sale  ham  and  bacon 
in  conti  avention  of  Regulation  No.  20.  The  (  meat  ”  was  in  each  case  depos¬ 
ited  on  shop  stall  boards  with  open  windows  on  a  stormy  day.

INCREASE  OF  RENT  AND  MORTGAGE  INTEREST 
(RESTRICTIONS)  ACT,  1920,  AND  THE  RENT  AND  MORTGAGE 

INTEREST  RESTRICTIONS  ACT,  1923. 

No  applications  for  Certificates  under  these  Acts  were  received. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

During  the  year  24  complaints  with  respect  to  24  premises  were  received ; 
21  with  respect  to  rats  and  3  to  mice. 

Dpon  investigation  it  was  found  that  at  7  the  drains  of  the  premises  were 
defective;  at  2,  rats  were  gaining  harbourage  in  heaps  of  refuse;  at  1,  harbourage 
under  the  floor  of  a  house;  and  at  3,  in  timber  yards.  At  2,  the  flooded  state  of 
the  rivers  was  the  cause  of  rats  being  driven  into  houses;  at  2,  animals  were 
kept,  which  encouraged  rats  to  infest  the  premises,  and  at  4,  the  causes  were 
doubtful. 

With  regard  to  the  3  complaints  of  mice,  it  was  found  that  in  2  cases  the 
mice  came  from  adjoining  premises  where  no  attempt  had  been  made  to  destroy 
them ;  and  at  1  from  a  warehouse. 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  Rat  Officer  to  keep  under  close  supervision  any 
premises  which  are  reported  to  be  infested,  and  the  attention  of  the  occupiers 
is  called  by  leaving  leaflets  and  giving  verbal  notice  to  the  occupiers  as  to  their 
liability  to  make  their  premises  as  rat-proof  as  possible,  and  advice  given  as  to 
the  most  suitable  poisons  and  methods  to  be  used  for  destroying  rats  and  mice. 

A  “  Rat  Week  ”  was  held  from  Monday?  November  5th,  to  Saturday, 
November  10th,  1928- 

This  was  advertised  in  the  local  press,  and,  as  a  result,  272  rats  were 
received  and  payment  made  at  the  rate  of  2d. -per  rat,  at  a  cost  of  £2  5s.  4d. 
The  rats  were  obtained  from  various  parts  of  the  City,  mainly  from  allotments. 

Also,  on  this  account,  G90  baits  were  placed  in  the  sewer  manholes,  and  it 
w^as  found  afterwards  that  577  baits  had  been  taken,  viz.  : — 83.64  per  cent,  of 
the  total  baits. 

Mosquitoes : 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  as  to  the  prevalence  of 
mosquitoes.

FOOT  AND  MOUTH  DISEASE. 

A  circular  letter  was  issued  on  July  20th,  1928,  to  all  butchers,  slaughter¬ 
men  and  tripe-boilers  in  the  City,  calling  their  attention  to  the  outbreaks  of 
Foot  and  Mouth  Disease,  and  asking  that  particular  attention  he  paid  to  the 
heads,  tongues  and  feet  of  animals  slaughtered,  and  that  any  unusual  appearance 
be  reported  to  me  without  delay. 

My  Assistants  were  instructed  to  keep  a  sharp  look-out,  but  no  evidence 
that  any  of  the  animals  had  been  affected  was  noticed. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

During  the  year,  I  reported  that  the  River  Foss  required  properly  cleansing, 
as  it  was  extensively  grown  up  with  weeds  and  rushes,  and  that  at  five  different 
points  trees  had  fallen  into  it,  thus  interfering  with  the  flow. 

Since  my  report,  the  trees  have  been  removed,  and  the  question  of  cleansing 
the  river  of.  the  weeds  and  rushes  is  under  consideration. 


SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THEATRES,  MUSIC  HAULS,  etc. 

I  he  usual  inspections  were  made  of  the  local  Theatres  and  Cinemas  prior 
to  Licences  being  granted. 


the  attention  of  the  Lessee;s  was  called  to  certain  defects,  and  these  were 
remedied. 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION  AT  THEATRE  ROYAL — Complaints 
were  received  that  sufficient  urinal  and  water-closet  accommodation  was  not 
provided  for  the  persons  using  the  seats  in  the  Gallery.  Upon  inspection  it 
was  found  that  during  the  performances  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting 
from  one  side  of  the  Gallery  to  the  sanitary  conveniences  on  the  other  side,  and 
m  consequence,  during  the  intervals,  urinating  took  place  on  the  steps  leading 
to  the  Gallery.  The  matter  was  reported  to  the  Health  Committee  and  referred 
by  them  to  the  Estates  Committee  for  early  consideration?  and  the  latter 
Committee  are  taking  steps  to  provide  additional  suitable  sanitary 
accommodation.

During  the  year,  fourteen  samples  of  Drugs  were  submitted  for  analysis, 
namely:  two  samples  each  of  Liquorice  Powder  (Compound)  and  Olive  Oil,  and 
one  sample  each  of  Boracic  Powder,  Boracic  Ointment,  Zinc  Ointment,  Aspirin 
Tablets,  Glycerine,  Iodine,  Liquorice  Extract  (Spanish),  Borax,  Crushed 
Linseed  and  Castols. 

The  sample  marked  “  Iodine  ”  was  found  on  analysis  to  consist  of 
Solution  Iodine  and  Potassium  Iodide  in  water  in  approximately  the  proportions 
laid  down  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  for  Weak  Tincture  of  Iodine,  the  only 
difference  being  that  it  was  non-alcoholic. 

The  sample  of  Spanish  (Liquorice)  w.as  free  from  any  deleterious  substances. 

The  sample  of  “  Castols  ”  consisted  of  a  mixture  of  Cocoa,  Sugar  and 
Phenol-phthalein . 

The  remaining  samples  conformed  to  the  requirements  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia. 

None  of  the  other  samples  examined  call  for  special  comment.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  Inspector  of  Canal  Boats  for  the  City 
of  York. 

The  total  number  of  Canal  Boats  on  my  Register  on  December  31st,  1928, 
was  two-hundred  and  eighty-three.  Of  these,  one  hundred  and  eighty-two  have 
been  broken  up,  sunk,  transferred  to  other  districts,  or  are  not  now  used  as 
dwellings.  Forty-one  vessels  are  not  now  traceable,  thus  leaving  sixty  canal 
boats  in  use  in  the  district  as  against  seventy-nine  reported  the  previous  year. 

Twelve  boats  have  been  sold  to  other  districts  during  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1928,  four  have  been  broken  up,  and  a  further  three  cannot  be 
traced. 


No  Registration  Certificates  were  issued  during  the  year  1928. 

During  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1928,  one  hundred  and  fifteen  canal 
boats  were  inspected,  on  which  were  two  hundred  and  nineteen  men,  twenty 
women  and  four  children-  Not  more  than  six  boats  in  this  District  regularly 
carry  a  woman  on  board,  and  the  practice  seems  to  be  dying  out. 

The  boats  inspected  were  generally  in  a  good  condition  as  to  repairs  and 
cleanliness. 

No  infringements  against  the  Regulations  were  observed,  neither  w as  any 
case  of  infectious  disease  on  board  reported  during  the  year.

Fourteenth  Annual  Report,  1928. 


Although  there  are  still  formidable  barriers  to  be  broken  down  before 
Tuberculosis  can  be  eradicated,  the  death-rate  from  this  disease  is  steadily 
declining,  and  has  dropped  from  40  to  50  per  cent,  in  the  last  forty  years.  This 
decline  in  mortality  is  very  largely  attributable  to  the  improved  standards  of 
modern  living;  where  a  low  wage  obtains,  the  death  rate  is  always  highest. 

The  housing  problem  still  remains  the  greatest  barrier  to  progress ;  the 
convalescent’s  chance  of  recovery,  on  his  return  from  Sanatorium  treatment, 
to  an  over-crowded  house,  is  much  reduced,  and  the  spread  of  the  disease  among 
the  family  is  almost  inevitable.  For  the  great  mass  of  slum  dwellers,  the  post¬ 
war  Housing  Acts  have  accomplished  directly  nothing  at  all. 

The  Act  of  1923  failed,  in  fact,  to  touch  any  save  the  very  best  paid  sections 
of  the  manual  worker.  The  Act  of  1924,  which  provided  special  subsidies  for 
houses  built  to  let,  but  not  for  sale,  succeeded  in  meeting  the  needs  of  relatively 
well-paid  non-manual  workers  and  artisans. 

Mr.  E.  D.  Simon,  in  his  recent  thoughtful  and  suggestive  book,  proposes 
that  rates  might  be  brought  down  on  a  uniform  national  basis  to  a  level  winch 
would  materially  help  the  poorer  class  of  tenant,  and  for  the  smaller  houses,  lie 
would  have  the  rent  graded,  according  to  the  size  of  the  tenant’s  family. 

He  considers  that  a  subsidy,  based  on  these  lines,  would,  in  less  than  a 
generation,  solve  the  slum  problem,  and  at  a  less  total  cost  than  Parliament 
sanctioned  in  1924,  in  respect  of  Mr.  Wheatley’s  much  less  ambitious  scheme. 

The  problems  of  Tuberculosis  and  Housing  are  inseparable,  and  the  over¬ 
crowded  state  in  which  so  many  of  our  patients  are  now  living,  present  a  terrible 
menace  to  the  rest  of  the  community. 

FUNDS. 

The  Annual  Flower  Crusade  was  held  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  15th  and 
16th  June,  when  the  sum  of  £131  14s.  2d.  was  realised,  £23  19s.  8d.  having 
been  collected  in  the  villages.  The  expenses  were  the  lowest  on  record. 

Our  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  Miss  Mary  Davies  for  her  kindness  in 
permitting  the  use  of  the  ground  floor,  11  Castlegate,  and  to  Councillor  Arthur 
Wilkinson  and  Miss  Maw  who  took  charge  of  the  count. 

NUMBER  OF  CASES  TO  WHICH  HELP  WAS  GIVEN. 

Eight  children  were  sent  to  the  Scarborough  Convalescent  Home  for  periods 
varying  from  three  to  nine  weeks. 

Five  patients  were  granted  financial  assistance. 

Twenty  patients  were  supplied  with  clothing. 
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Thirty-six  patients  were  supplied  with  sick-room  comforts,  bedsteads, 
bedding  and  bath-chairs. 

Two  patients  were  provided  with  a  night  nurse. 

Forty-two  patients  received  fresh  milk.  (The  Health  Committee  made  a 
giant  of  £lo0  towards  our  milk  bill,  and  their  action  has  been  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health.) 

Forty-six  patients  were  given  Hospital  and  Dispensary  Notes. 

Two  patients  were  supplied  with  artificial  teeth. 

One  patient  was  supplied  with  an  artificial  eye. 

One  patient  was  provided  with  an  artificial  leg.

SPECIMEN  CASES. 

Specimen  case  J.F.W. 

Boy,  aged  121-  years,  had  suffered  from  Pleurisy  and  Tonsillitis.  His  father 
had  recently  died  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  he  w7as  examined  at  the 
Dispensary  as  a  “  Contact.”  He  was  sent  to  the  Scarborough  Convalescent 
Home,  where  he  gained  4--|  lbs.  in  weight.  On  his  return  there  were  no  signs 
of  active  disease,  and  he  has  continued  his  school  attendance,  and  done  well. 

Specimen  case  C.W. 

Girl,  aged  13-|  years,  was  sent  here  by  the  Headmistress  of  her  school. 

She  had  not  previously  been  under  the  Dispensary,  but  had  undergone  an 
operation  for  a  Tuberculous  Knee  in  192.1,  when  a  peg  leg  had  been  provided  by 
the  Hospital  Authorities.  This  was  now  too  short,  the  child  was  walking  very 
badly,  and  complained  of  much  discomfort.  The  Tuberculosis  Crusade 
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Committee  considered  the  case,  and  as  the  mother  was  a  widow,  they  agreed  to 
bear  the  whole  cost  of  a  new  leg.  The  girl  now  walks  well,  and  is  better  in  every 
respect. 

BOARDING  OUT. 

Eight  children  were  sent  to  the  Scarborough  Convalescent  Home  for 
• periods  varying  from  three  to  nine  weeks.  In  each  case  there  was  a  very 
definite  improvement,  and  a  good  gain  in  weight. 

Parents  contributed  T8  13s.  6ch,  and  owing  to  very  straitened  home 
circumstances,  two  children  were  sent  free  of  cost. 

EMPLOYMENT  OE  WOMEN  PATIENTS. 

A  number  of  orders  for  plain  garments  were  received,  and  these  were 
carried  out  by  women  patients.  So  long  as  the  work  is  well  done,  adequate 
payment  is  made,  and  so  far  this  arrangement  has  worked  well. 

A  special  request  was  made  to  the  Health  Committee  that  in  giving  orders 
for  the  supply  of  clothing  for  patients,  bed  linen,  etc.,  for  use  in  their  Hospitals, 
the  claims  ol  this  employment  scheme  might  be  borne  in  mind.  As  a  result, 

some  excellent  orders  were  given,  and  T34  17s.  4d.  was  received  for  garments 
made. 

A  small  stock  of  pillow-cases,  roller-towels,  hearth-cloths,  glass-cloths  and 
tea-cloths  is  always  on  sale  at  11  Castlegate.
